Washington, April 8—(NC)—In 
response to the urgent appeal of 
the Holy Father, Pope Pius XII, on 
the world food crisis, the archbish- 
ops and bishops of the Umted 
States have arranged to conduct 
‘another nation-wide campaign for 
canned food, it has been announced 
‘by His Eminence, Samuel Cardinal 
| Stritch, Archibshop of Chicago and 
lchairman of the administrative 
‘board of the National Catholic Wel-* 
‘fare Conference. 
| The appeal for canned food, 
swiftly following His Holiness’ call 
| issued last Thursday, is to be con- 
‘ducted in 15,000 parishes through- 
‘out the country, under the auspices 
of War Relief Services-NCWC. It 
will open on Mother’s Day, May 12. 

It will be known as “Food for the 
children of Europe and the Far 
Fast.” 


In announcing the appeal, Cardi- 
nal Stritch emphasized that since 
the call of the Holy Father is a 
universal one, for persons in all 
war-stricken countries, the food 
collected will be distributed in all 
needy countries without diserimi- 
nation. 

When our Holy Father says 
that “Christ Himself asks you for 
the bread of which His poor are in 
iwant, every mouthful of food 
which you give to them is given to 
‘Him. Every mouthful which you 
'refuse them is refused to Him. He 
challenges every Christian to make 
sacrifices if necessary to send the 
bread from our plentiful tables to 
our starving brethren all over the 
world,” says Cardinal Stritch. 

“During the last canned-foods 
appeal, in December, the Catholics 
of America contributed 24,600,000 
cans in foodstuffs,” the Cardinal 
continued, “and we are asking 
again that out of their bounty and 
charity, they contribute at least 20 
million cans of food now to help

Nationally known as an educator 
and administrator, Father O’Don- 
nell has been intimately connected 
with Notre Dame for more than 
thirty years. He has been Presi- 
dent of Notre Dame, which is eon- 
ducted by the Congregation of the 
Holy Cross, since 1940, having sue- 
ceeded the Most Rev. John F. O’- 
Hara, ©.S.C., Bishop of Buffalo, in 
that office. Prior to that, Father

Awarded Laetare 
Medal For 1946

because the award is announced on 
Laetare Sunday, the fourth Sun- 
day of Lent. First bestowed in 
1883 on another eminent historian, 
John Gilmary Shea, the Medal has 
been given each year to a member 
of the Catholic laity selected by 
the University of Notre Dame as 
a recognition of merit and an in- 
centive to greater achievement. 
The list of recipients includes some 
of the greatest personages in Am- 
erican literary, educational, judic- 
fal, military and naval, philanthro- 


pical, business and other fields. 

Notre Dame honored Dr. Hayes 
once before, in 1921, with the 
Honorary Degree of Doctor of 
Laws in recognition of his achieve- 
ments as an historical scholar. He 
has been Seth Low Professor of 
History at Columbia University 
since 1936, and has been Visit- 
ing Professor at Chicago, Cali- 
fornia, Stanford and Johns Hop- 
kins Universities. He is the auth- 
or of numerous books, magazine 
and other articles on historical 
topics and those dealing with in- 
ternational relations. 

President Roosevelt appointed 
Dr. Hayes United States Ambas- 
sador to Spain in 1942. During 
some of the most critical days of 
the war, Dr. Hayes rendered ex- 
tremely meritorius service at Ma- 
drid, not only for the United 
States, but also for the Allied 
cause in general. When he re- 
signed in 1945, warm tribute to 
his service was paid by President 
Roosevelt, State Department and 
other government officials famil- 
iar with Spanish problems. Dr. 
Hayes’ book, “Wartime Mission 
to Spain,” in which he describes 
his experiences and observations 
at the Madrid Embassy, is a cur- 
rent best-seller. 

Born at Afton, New York, on 
May 16, 1882, Dr. Hayes was son 
of Dr. Philetus A. and Permilia 
Mary Hayes, and is descended 
from an old Colonial family. He 
was graduated from Columbia 
University, from which he also 
holds M.A. and Ph.D.. degrees, in 
1904. The same year, largely he 
said because of his historical stud- 
ies, he became a convert to the 
Catholic Faith. Besides Notre 
Dame, Marquette and Niagara 
Universities, and Williams College 
also have awarded him Honorary 
LL.D. degrees. 

During World War I, he served 
as a Captain of Military Intelli- 
ence on the Army General Staff. 
Since 1929, he has been Catholic 
Co-Chairman of the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews. 
He is a former president of the 
American Catholic Historical As- 
sociation, a former member of the 
executive council of the American 
Historical Association, and a for- 
mer member of the executive coun- 
ceil of the Foreign Policy Associa- 
tion. He also belongs to many 
other learned societies, including 
Phi Beta Kappa. 

Dr. Hayes was married to Miss 
Mary Evelyn Carroll of Oswego, 
New York, on September 18, 1920. 
The couple have two. children, 
Mary Elizabeth and Carroll Jo- 
seph Hayes.

this special collection was gath- 
ered separately, your Lenten en-

We sincerely hope that when 
the public devotions in your 
church were held on evenings 
for which you had other invita- 
tions you chose in favor of 
church. 

The other day the Bishop re- 
ceived a letter from a lady who 
claims she has seen a steady de- 
cline in attendance at all public 
devotions, which are not of obli- 
gation, ever since the discontin- 
uance of Vespers some years ago. 
She reminds me that it was for- 
merly the custom to bring all the 
children of the parish to Sunday 
School on Sunday afternoons, 
and that Vespers and Benedic- 
tion followed before a large con- 
gregation, and that, at the pres- 
ent time, there is not only no in- 
struction for the children, but 
when Benediction is given on 
weekdays the church is nearly 
empty. We well remember those 
days, and regretted to see the 
automobile become chiefly re- 
sponsible for the discontinuance 
of afternoon services on Sunday. 
When the automobile was new 
there was a six day working 
week, and Sunday afternoon 
seemed to offer the only oppor- 
tunity to parents to take their 
children out for a ride. It was 
because there were so many re- 
quests made of pastors to excuse 
children from Sunday afternoon 
religious instruction that pastors 
gave up such instructions alto- 
gether. 

An old number of the Ave 
Maria, reporting the visit of a 
correspondent to the Cathedral, 
Fort Wayne, in the year 1865, 
made the observation that the 
church was as solidly filled with 
people for Vespers on Sunday 
afternoon as it was for Mass in 
the morning. 

The Church still holds people 
obligated to “keep the Sunday 
holy,” and whether there be pub- 
lic devotions in the church or not, 
in the afternoon or evening, the 
day should be kept religiously: 
parents and children jointly 
‘should devote at least fifteen 
minutes to spiritual reading, or

Italy's Christian 
Democrats Now 
Strongest Party

Naturally, in elections such as 
these, local considerations are not 
to be overlooked. For example, in 
many instances candidates with 
strong local backing have been 
elected to office without any parti- 
cular regard for their political affi- 
lations and theories, if any. 


Apart from this, however, it is 
possible to gain from the elections 
some indication of the relative 
strength of the various political 
parties and of the political trends 
in that historic land, which is now 
a frontier, as it were, of western 
culture. 


It will be remembered that since 
the liberation of Italy the country 
has been governed by a six-party 
government. The Christian Demo- 
crats, the Democratic Labor party, 
the Actionist party, Communists, 
Socialists and Liberals: these six 
parties, forming a coalition called 
“Committee of National Libera- 
tion,” have served as the basis of 
the Italian government. Outside 
these, there are, of course, various 
other opposing parties, such as 
monarchists, republicans and the 
rest, which for one reason or an- 
other oppose the Committee of Na- 
tional Liberation. 


From the present elections three 
parties stand out as the principal 
political protagonists in present- 
day Italy. They are: the Christian 
Democrats who, without having 
any confessional character, express 
the aspirations of all those who 
have faith in Christian values; the 
Communists, faithful to the dogma 
of the dialectical materialism of 
Marx and Lenin: and, finally, the 
Socialists who, although leaning 
lately toward communism, here 
still maintain many points of con- 


tact with the Christian Demo- 
crats. , 
The administrative elections 


seem to reveal two sharply con- 
trasting ideologies. The first ap- 
peals more or less directly to the 
Christian values and is spiritual in 
character. The second looks to Kar! 
Marx as interpreted by Soviet 
communism, which assumes ever 
more evidently the character of an 
“anti-religious church” with uni- 
versalist and materialist preten- 
sions of which the Soviet State is 
the secular arm. 


What is true of Italy in this re- 
gard is also true of France, Bel- 
gium and the other countries of 
Europe. 


One factor which must not be 
overlooked in any study of the elec- 
tion returns in Italy is this: while 
the Christian Democrats in almost 
ail cases presented their own re- 
presentative and exclusive lists of 
candidates under the Christian 
Democratic emblem of Shield and 
Cross, the ancient emblem of me- 
dieval Italian communes, the Com- 


parties offered, in the main, coali- 


tion lists, thus pooling their 
strength against the Christian 
Democrats. 


These coalition lists were often 
presented under religious symbols, 
such as the Cross, the monogram 
of Christ, etc., apparently in an 
effort to deceive the voters and 
thus to take votes away from the 
Shield and Cross lists. 

The election results up to now 
seem to indicate that despite the 
strength shown by these leftist 
coalitions, especially in some sec-

conferences by their collective reason to indicate “the way out.” | 
Yet they admitted their inability either to determine what caused | 
the collapse of the fiscal world or how to rebuild it on a firmer) 
foundation. Seeking no light from above, they decided that the. 
chaos in the material world was caused simply by fate. | 


Peace And Justice Are Moral Problems | 


Even the ancient pagan scholars and philosophers never acted 
independently of prayer to their gods for light and direction; but | 
present-day descendants of devout Christian ancestors, officially 
representing Christian people, refuse to invoke the aid of God in- 
their deliberations and in their planning, even if they, at times, | 
use His name in their speeches. This is inexcusable when things 
relating to peace and justice are discussed, because those things 
belong to the moral order. | 

The late Cardinal Manning, a true friend of the common man 
in England, seventy some years ago, wrote on the “Revolt of So- 
ciety from God” and in his essay he made the following observa- | 
tions which statesmer cvcxvywhere would do well to consider:

has without consultation, good rea- 
son or just cause postponed the 
elections which were designed to 
give Poland a free and democratic 
form of government.” 

The three requests submitted to 
the British Government are as fol- 
lows: 

“(1) to bring before the Security 
Council of the United Nations as a 
matter of the gravest possible dan- 
ger to the peace of the world the 
pitiful plight of the enslaved peo- 
ple of Poland. 

“(2) to withdraw, on the ground 
that its continued existence depen- 
dent on the dictates and armed 
might of a foreign power is ad- 
verse to the vital interests of our 
Polish Allies, official recognition of 
the present Soviet-sponsored Pro- 
visional Government of Poland. 

“(3) to insist on the immediate 
withdrawal from Poland of the Red 
Army and the Russian secret police 
on the ground that such huge 
forces, so far from being necessary 
as a safeguard against Germany, 
are in effect an unwarrantable ag- 
gression against and a grievous 
burden upon the heroic survivors 
of the Polish nation.”

Constitutionality Of lowa School 
Bus Law Tested; Wisconsin Voters 
To Consider Issue In Referendum 


Milwaukee, April 8—(NC)—Discussing the school bus 
amendment by which Wisconsin voters will decide next fall 
whether the State shall provide transportation for parochial 
as well as public school children, Msgr. George Meyer, pastor 
of St. Leo’s Church here, declared: 


“It is a matter of public health that doctors and nurses 


visit all schools to watch over the? 


health of the children; a matter of 
public safety that police guard all 
children at dangerous street cros- 
ings in the city; that firemen in- 
spect all school buildings. For the 
same reason a child on the highway 
should receive protection whether 
he is attending a public or a non- 
public school.” 

The amendment to the State 
Constitution is being submitted as 
a referendum after the legislature 


in 1943 and again in 1945 approved 
of putting it on the ballot. Under 
Wisconsin law, a_ constitutional 
amendment may be put to popular 
vote after two successive meetings 
of the legislature have acted favor- 
ably upon it. 

When the amendment was be- 
fore the 1943 legislature, it was 
passed without notable reaction. 
However, when it came up in 1945 
considerable discussion resulted and 
opposition was voiced in some quar- 
ters before it was approved. It is 
expected that the issue will be a 
lively one in the November elec- 
tions. 

The Milwaukee Journal, leading 
secular daily, urged that the meas- 
ure not be submitted to a vote of 
the people for fear of arousing 
“religious prejudice.” The paper 
also objected to “permitting public 
funds to be used to subsidize insti- 
tutions privately operated.” In a 
meeting at Madison, the Protestant 
Churches of the Western Counties 
of Wisconsin made public a state- 
ment opposing the amendment, 
saying that it “placed in jeopardy 
the historic tradition of separation 
of church and state.” 


State Senator Bernhard Gettel- 
man, co-sponsor of the amendment, 
has declared that it is not “a mix- 
ing of church and state” but rather 
a measure to protect children from 
the dangers of highway traffic. He 
has cited the support of the Rev. 
Barnard Schumacher, superinten- 
dent of the Lutheran schools (Mis- 
souri Synod) in southern Wiscon- 
sin. 

At one time school bus drivers in 
Wisconsin were allowed to stop and 
pick up parochial school children 
walking along country roads, but 
this practice was later forbidden 
on the ground that it invalidated 
the insurance carried on the busses 
and their occupants.

The legislature approved an an- 
nual appropriation of $2,000,000 to 
Iowa schoo] districts for transpor- 
tation of pupils, after rejecting a 
clause ‘n the bill which would have 
permitted transportation of paro- 
chial schoo] pupils. A. J. Kleen of 
Pocahontas County filed a suit in a 
district court, arguing that the act 
was unconstitutional, but his suit 
was dismissed by District Judge C. 
W. Stillman. 


Mr. Kleen had contended that the 
transportation act, together with a 
companion act setting aside $1,000,- 
000 a year for local schoo] ex- 
penses, did not conform with the 
State constitutional requirement 
that school moneys be distributed 
on the basis of the number of chil- 
dren of school age in the various 
districts. 


Judge Stillman ruled that this 
constitutional provision was not 
applicable to the acts, since the 
fund in question was not a part of 
the permanent schoo] fund, but 
rather derived from a special 
“three-point tax fund” which, he 
pointed out, “is not a fund derived 
from a tax expressly levied for the 
support and maintenance of the 
common schools.”

claimed that the first several Councils of the Church were held 
without even the presence of the Pope. My impression was 
that the Bishop of Rome presided at these Councils. 


The point maae by the literature | 
is technically correct, but it is very 
deceiving. At the Council of Nice, | 
held in the year 325, for instance, 
the Pope was not present in person, 
but he was represented by Hosius, 
Bishop of Cordova and by Vitus and 
Vincentius, two Roman priests.| 
Not only was he represented by 
these delegates but they took pre-| 
cedence even over the patriarchs of 
Antioch and Alexandria, and of all | 
other Bishops present. 

The first four General Councils 
were held in the East, namely in 
Nice, Constantinople, Ephesus and 
Chalcedon, but they were either 
presided over by the delegates of 
the Pope, or their conclusions, re- 
lating both to faith and discipline, 
had to be ratified by the Pope. We 
have already mentioned those who 
presided in the name of Pope Syl- 
vester at the Council of Nice. The 
canons agreed upon at the Council 
of Constantinople, held in the year 
381, were sent to Pope Damasus, 
who rejected one of them and rati- 
fied the others. The third Council, 
held at Ephesus in the year 431, 
was presided over by St. Cyril of 
Alexandria representing Pope St. 
Celestine. The Council of Chalcedon 
was held in the year 451, and rec-

U.S. Failure To 


Free Austria 
Draws Criticism 


— 


Observers See Need Of 
Greater Independence 
To Offset Soviet Action 


BY J. J. GILBERT 


Washington, Apri] 8.—Although 
much has already been said about 
the failure thus far to restore a 
truly free Austria, it is expected 
here that this first victim of Hit- 
lerian aggression will come more 
and more to public attention, as 
additional news reports and greater 
numbers of returning American 
soldiers reach this country. 


The Allies are bound by their 
word, as witness the Moscow De- 
claration, to restore Austria as an 
independent nation. A great deal 
of the blame for the failure in that 
respect has been laid at the door of 
Soviet Russia, which has been 
charged with persistent resistance 
to restoration of Austria’s political 
and economic independence. At the 
same time, it would not be surpris- 
ing here if some sharp criticism 
were to be leveled against this 
country’s actual policy in Austria. 

Through information reaching 
here from Austria and talks with 
soldiers returning from duty there, 
one is likely to get two very defi- 
nite impressions. One of these is 
that the rule of unanimity in the 
Allied Control Council in Austria is 
operating, in effect, like the veto 
power exercised in the United 
Nations Security Council. In its 
great anxiety to preserve this 
unanimity, it is said, the United 
States withholds action that its au- 
thorities actually think should be 
taken, but which other nations rep- 
resented in the council—notably 
Russia—are not prepared to sup- 
port. 

The other impression is that rep- 
resentatives of the State Depart- 
ment have placed too much impor- 
tance upon what is termed “Liber- 
ais” In their work in Austria. Aus-

The Farmer And Holy Week 


No one better than the farmer can join his natural life with the 
liturgical life of the Church. Liturgy is the expression we give 
through prayer and ceremony to acts of adoration and praise of 
Almighty God. In his natural life the farmer instinctively seeks 
his Creator in the fields about him, and unconsciously associates his | 
liturgical life with his life on the land. Of all the phases of the! 
Church’s life, the liturgy of Holy Week should make its greatest | 
appeal to the man of the soil, | 

The spirit of Holy Week is consonant with the self-disciplined | 
life of the farmer who rises early each morning, works against odds | 
and difficulties, and faces failures as well as blessings. In the spirit | 
of love for his Crucified Master, he accepts these crosses as a true} 
son of God. 

Palm Sunday has a special significance for the farmer. With | 
the blessing and procession of palms, he experiences the holy joy | 
of the friends of Christ, who with palms im their hands and songs of | 
Hosanna on their lips, proclaimed Christ’s Kingship. Is not the | 
farmer subject only to God for the success of his harvest? Is not| 
Christ the Master to whom he turns? The palm, which has been 
blessed, is a symbol of victory. It is sacredly carried to the farm- 
stead and placed in the home and buildings to petition the Divine 
protection of the Creator and King. In the barns of Christian 
farmers small crosses of palm safeguard the cattle and grain and 
remind the farmer of his holy calling. | 

Holy Thursday is filled with happy memories for the farmer. | 
It is the day of special commemoration of the institution of the Holy | 
Eucharist at the Last Supper. In the institution of the Blessed Sac- 
rament Our Lord dignified for all times the calling of the farmer. 
The Saviour selected products of the farmer’s labor, namely, wheat 
and grapes, to be the matter of His Holy Sacrament. What a happy 
day for the farmer! With the Church he sets aside the signs of 
Lenten mourning and joins in the Holy Sacrifice with pride and Joy. 

Holy Thursday, likewise, commemorates the institution of the 
Priesthood. The farmer realizes that even in modern times the vast 
majority of Catholic priests are the sons of country families. Per- 
haps no other people are more attached to their priests than the farm 
people. The flock is generally small but the pastor knows them all. 
He is often a guest in their homes. He blesses their fields and their 
flocks. He is first.on the scene of sorrow to help and console his 
children of the soil. As their spiritual father in dispensing the graces 
of the Sacraments, he rejeices with his sons and daughters, They, 
in turn, value his presence and respect his priesthood. On this Holy 
Day, in silent meditation before their Eucharistic King, the farmers 
humbly thank:God for His priests. : . 

The anniversary of the Saviour’s death has a special meaning 
to the farmer. Wayside shrines and crosses erected in the fields 
on the Feast of the Finding of the Cross remind him daily of his 
Redemption. In every tree the farmer sees the wood of the Cross. 
His life, too, is filled with crosses. Like his Redeemer, the farmer, 
burdened with heavy labors, walks stony roads and climbs dusty hills. 
The thorny hedges recall the matted crown of thorns that pierced 
the head of the Saviour. In the renewal of the Sacrifice of Calvary, 
the farmer offers his trials and difficulties as a personal sacrifice to 
the Heavenly Father. On Good Friday he realizes the importance of 
the Cross in nis spiritual life, and bends low to embrace it. 

_ The Church blesses the new fire on Holy Saturday. The farmer 
sees in it the eternal light which must inflame his will to do the will 
of God so that he may attain everlasting life. The Paschal Candle 
is the product of his bees and labor. The pure wax represents the 
purity of Christ shining forth with resplendent rays enlightening the 
darkness of a sinful world. During the Paschal solemnities the Easter 
water is likewise blessed. It is a symbol of Christ’s victory over 
evil in which He washed away the crimes of a guilty world. In the 
use of this natural element of water, now blessed, the farmer derives 
new happiness as he goes about blessing his barns and fields.

U. S. Membership 
In UNESCO Is 
Urged By Official 


Msgr. Hochwalt Urges 
Legislators To Insure 
Proper Representation 


Washington, April 8 —(NC) — 
Endorsement of legislation provid- 
ing for U. S. membership in the 
United Nations Educational, Scien- 
tific and Cultural Organization was 
given by Msgr. Frederick G. Hoch- 
walt, Director of the Education 
Department, National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, in testimony 
before the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee of the House of Representa- 
tives. 

The legislation, which is being 
considered by the committee, pro- 
vides not only for U. S. member- 
ship but also for the set-up of a 
General Conference of the organ- 
zation and for a National Com- 
mission. 

Monsignor Hochwalt declared 
that the passage of the joint reso- 
lution “would make possible the 
realization of the hopes of men 
of good will-who have labored hard 
to bring the proposed organization 
into existence.” 

Monsignor Hochwalt expressed 
concern, however, over the pro- 
vision which covers the set-up of 
the National Commission and lim- 
its its number to 30 delegates. 


“This resolution,” the Monsig- 
nor told the committee, “should 
jnot put a ceiling on the number 


of organizations which may be iIn- 
vited by the State Department to 
nominate one or more candidates 
to membership on the National 
' Commission.” 

The N.C.W.C_ official reminded 
the committee that the official re- 
port of the U. S. delegation to the 
London UNESCO conference states 
it would be “unfortunate” if the 
Commission was not truly repre- 
sentative of the areas of intellect- 
ual activity which “government has 
left iraditionally to private initia- 
tive.” He also contended that the 
National Commission provision jn 
ithe legislation was not in keeping 
iwith the spirit of this report nor 
'with the provisions of the UNESCO 
' Constitution. 
| “If the State Department,” Mon- 


signor Rochwalt continued, “may 
hand-pick the members of the 
National Commission with whom 


it is to consult in the selection of 
delegates and in other administra- 
tive matters, there is reason to 
fear that voluntary organizations 
especially in the field of educatioa 
may be excluded from any effec- 
tive voice in the UNESCO. It 
imay be conceded that the organi- 
ization of the National Commission 
must be initiated by the State De- 
partment, but the functions of the 


Commission should be conducted 
without interference from any 
government agent not a member 
of the Commission.” 

Monsignor Hochwalt suggested 
to the legislators an amendment 
to the proposed legislation which 


would meet the objections he had 


cited against the National Com- 
mission set-up. 
State Department officials in- 


formed the committee that they 
favored the present provisions of 
the legislation fixing the number 
of delegates at 30, They contend- 
ed there should be some limit set 
on the number of delegates in view 
of the vast number of organiza- 
tions covered by the fields of edu- 
cation, science and culture in this 
country.

Poland and Ruthenia rivals in savagery the brown-shirted 
and black-shirted reigns of terror,” Louis F. Budenz, former 
editor of the communist Daily Worker who returned to the 


Catholic Faith last year, declared in 
a statement here after he had testi- 
fied at a closed hearing of the 
House of Representatives commit- 
tee investigating un-American ac- 
tivities. 

Mr. Budenz, who is now on the 
faculty of the school of journalism 
at the University of Notre Dame, 
declared every communist is “a 
potential spy against the United 
States.’ He added that he had no 
desire “to pillory any individual 
communist” and said he had coun- 
seled the congressional committee 


that to “confuse labor and the 
communists would be a grave mis- 
take.” 


The Rev. Francis P. Cavanaugh, 
C.S.C., dean of the College of 
Liberal Arts at the university, ac- 
companied Mr. Budenz at the 
hearing. The former communist 
editor explained that he had asked 
Father Cavanaugh to come with 
him because “I want Notre Dame 
University to be fully advised of 
what transpires and I appreciate 
deeply the university’s splendid co- 
operation with me and for me.”

American Reds 
Use Legislators To 
Aid Communism 


‘Popular Front’ Technique 
Exemplified In Recent 
Win The Peace Meeting 


Washington, April 8&.—(NC)— 
The American communist technique 
of organizing popular movements 
of a seemingly 100 per cent Amer- 
ican character and then securing 
sponsorship of nationally-known 
political, labor, professional and 
literary figures, has never been bet- 
ter exemplified than by the Win- 
the-Peace Conference meeting 
which met here this week and 
which brought charges, counter- 
charges, withdrawals, denials, and 
general confusions. 

Some unquestionably commu- 
nistic supporters, observers noted, 
were included among the sponsors 
of the conference, while others, in- 
cluding a number of congressmen 
and two senators, had no connec- 
‘tion with the Communist. Party or 
ideology. 
| Rep. Adolph J. Sabath of Illinois, 
'who made the original announce- 
‘ment that the conference would be 
‘held in Washington, when ques- 
tioned on reports that the confer-

‘ence was sponsored by a commu-
